Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kammersquard et al. (5505533). With respect to claims 1-15, Kammersquard et al. 
teaches a computer comprising a main board having I/O connectors (99) mounted 
thereon; and a chassis (1) comprising a front panel (11) providing access to the I/O 
connectors and to all components requiring intermittent access provided for the 
computer, wherein the components requiring intermittent access provided for the 
computer include one or more of: removable power supplies, removable drives, 
removable media drives, and ports for switches; wherein the front panel (11) provides 
access to a data drive, a removable drive, a removable media drive, a removable power 
supply, to one or more plugs for external drives or devices, and/or a port for a switch; 
wherein the front panel includes a vent (37, 41); and wherein the chassis (1) further 
comprises a chassis body as claimed (see for example figures 1-17 and column 4 line 
65 through column 10 line 4).
